VERY BAD WRECK- 


One of the Worst Freight Pile-Ups in the 


Fitchburg's Experience. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


ATHOL, Sept. 21.—The Fitohburg rail- 


road has been very unlucky in the past 
twenty-four hours, having had two bad 
wrecks only a few miles and a. few hoars 
apart. 


One of the most serious smashnps that 


the road has had in years occurred at 
Stoneville near Erving about 3 o'clock 
this morning. The cause of the wreck 
was a dense fog which prevented a flag- 
man's signal being seen. A freight train 
had been brought to a standstill on the 
main track and a flagman wus sent back 
to flag another freight following. There 
was a heavy fog and it was so dense that 
the signal was not seen in time by the 
engineer of the second train. 


The result was a rear end collision of 


terrific force, tossing the cars right and 
left and blocking both tracks for a period 
'of seven hours. The engine of the rear 
train was thrown clear into the large sand 
bank at the track's side and a dozen cars 
were smashed to splinters. The fireman 
of the rear engine lost a leg and arm and 
died' in Greenfield this morning. The 
track was not clear till 10 o'clock. 


Only four miles from where this wreck 


occurred there was still another wrecft-I 
last night.' The wrecking train'had only 
gotten that one cleared up 'and was on its 
way back to Fitchburg when it was re- 
called at Gardner to the scene of the sec- 
ond collision.

PROF. HARMS' OPINION C0STHOVERTED 


The Most Eminent AuthortSy'on Water 


Analysis Would Pronounce Our Pump 


Water Pure, Taking Prof. Harris' 


Own Analysis as a Basis. 


Last week the North Adams Board of 


Health received from Prof, B. P. Harris 
of the department of chemistry of Am- 
bers! college an analysis of three different 
samples of water sent him from this 
town's water supply—the Broad Brook, 
Notch and pump. Prof. Harris gave as 
his opinion ofthe Notch and Broad Brook 
waters that both were passably good. 
Butofthepu.jp water he gave the fol- 
lowing analysis and remarks: 
Total solids 
Ninety parts per million

Ammonia (free)

Remarks—The above sample is unqualifiedly 


notfit for use, the amount of orgaqic matter as 
shown in free ammonia being four times the rea- 
sonable limit for a chemist to allow. The chlor- 
ine is also too high and both indicate sewage. 


Prof. Harris accompanied his analysis 


With the following letter: 


Enclosed, 1 send you a report of samples o( 


water sent, 'ihe sanimry conditions -of any 
•water sent must depend upon tie amount of or- 
ganic matter as shown in the amuonia deter- 
mines. There is no established limit in this coun- 
try, but no water can be endorsed as gO3d that 
goes higher than five iti the second place of deci- 
mals as, 050. 
But I never allow the Bret place of 


decimals to be invaded. In No. 2 sample you will 
observe that it is three in the first de -iiml place 
and it can only be explained by sewage. The 
others are rather high m chlorine, but as the 
organic matter is in reasouable limit I conclude 
there must be some fault in the soil. It is to be 
observed that a bacteriological examination is 
necessary to insure against special disease, but 
water like No. 2 is certainly unsafer 


Prof. 
Harris' conclusions 
naturally 


created a great deal of alarm in this town, 
and to, almost general distrust of our 
water supply. At the same time many 
could not understand how the pump 
water could become impure this year, 
when all previous analyses had found it 
to be good water. And with no criticism 
of Prof. Harris, the good Opinion of the 
pump water may be maintained, even ac- 
cording to his own analysis. 


The following considerations based on 


the works of J. Alfred Wanklyn, the most 
eminent authority on- water analysis liv- 
ing, go to »show beyond a doitbt that ac- 
cording to Prof. Harris' own .analysis the 
pump water is pure and all right, and 
that this to wn has suffered an Unnecessary 
scare from Incorrect conclusions. 


Professor Wanklya in his work on 
water analysis " says that the fitness of 


water for domestic use depends on the 
presence in it of " solids, chlorine, free 
ammonia, and abuir«:toid »rifmonla, *nd 
whether or not the water contains less 
than one-tenth of a grain per gallon of 
lead and copper, and whether there is 
more than the least trace of iron." 


Now compare professor Harris's own 


analysis with Wanklyn's authoritative 
rules, and it will be seen at once that the 
highest chemical authority in the1 world 
would pronounce our pump water, at 
least the 
sample sent to Professor 


Harris, 
good 
and 
pure 
water, 


Wanklyn allows 571 parts per million as 


a proportion of solids in a water to which 
no exception can be made as to its pnrity 
The pump water according to Professor 
Harris has but ninety parts per million. 


Wanklyn allows 142 parts per million as 


a proportion of chlorine to which no ob- 
jection need be made. Our pump water 
according to Professor Harris has only 
forty-eight parts per million. 


Wanklyn allows from .02 to .05 'parts 


per million of albumenoid ammonia to 
what may be classed as very pure water, 
and Professor Harris's analysis shows only 
.032 parts per million in our pump water. 


Wanklyn says as to free ammonia (of 


which Prof. Harris says there is only 
.302 parts per million in the pump water) 
that unless the albumenoid 
ammonia 


amounts to .05 the free ammonia in ordi- ^ 
nary quantities is not a consideration for ' 
condemning any water. Wanklyn further ' 
holds that .10 per million of albumenoid 
ammonia should be present to condemn a 
water, yet our pump water has not one- 
thirtieth of this amount according to 
Prof. Harris. 


These comparisons clearly show, ac- 


cording to the highest living authority on 
water analysis, that our pump water is 
comparatively pure. How Prof. Harris 
arrived at his conclusions from his analy- 
sis of the pump water, we cannot say. 
But it is evidently a conclusion very con- 
trary to any that the great analyist 
Wanklyn would arrive at, and we prefer 
to accept the conclusion that the pump 
water of North Adams is wholesome and 
pure. 
Now what is wanted is an analysis of 


the water of this.town to determine 
whether disease germs are present in it. 
A water may be pure and yet contain the 
bacilli of disease. That the present ty- 
phoid fever of this town is due to the 
water is very doubtful, especially as the 
lever began before the supposedly bad 
pump water was used at all, and is most 
prevalent in parts of the town not sup- 
plied with it. 


At least, our pump water is not impure 


according to highest authority.

Believed to Be Absolutely Sate and Re- 


liable. The Work In Progress. How 


the Signals Operate. Signal Men 


Must Attend to Duty. 


The Fitchbu g railroad is equipping the 


Hoosac tunnel with electric interlocking 
signals, which it is believed will insi-o 
the greatest possible degree of safety in 
the operation of the tunnsl. The signals, 
While partly automatic, still demand and 
even compel the attention of the operator 
at each end and the result must be as per- 
fect safety as can be obtainnd through 
human agency. 


T.-. understand the working of th« sys- 


tem let it be supposed that a train I" going 
east ."orn North Adairs. The signal at 
the west portal stands at ''danger," and 
the operator there cannot change it with- 
out the aid of the operator at the east 
end. 
When the train 
crosses the 


bridge over South Church street it 
forms a connection which rings a 
bell in the west portal tower, warning the 
operator that a tram is coming. The 
operator then telegraphs to the operator 
at the east end, who by Dressing a button 
ihere unlocks the signal at this end, and 
the operator here th«n sets it at "safety." 
In throwing the lever to do this a connec- 
tion is made which sets a loud bell ring- 
ing, and this continues to ring until the 
lever is thrown back again, so there is not 
much danger of the operator forgetting 
to attend to his duty. When the train 
passes the tower the signal is automati- 
cally set at "danger" and nothing can 
change it until the train passes the tower 
at the opposite 
end of the 
tunnel. 


Neither operator can unlock a signal 
while a train is in the tunnel. 


This would seem to be a very complete 


system of signaling. It compels both 
operators to pay strict attention to duty, 
as they must work in unison in order to 
work at all. It makes it absolutely cer- 
tain that the signals will stand at " dan- 
ger " as long as there is a train in the 
tunnel, as it is set so by the train itself as 
it enters the tunnel and neither operator 
can change it WH the train passes out and 
beyond the signal tower. The object is to 
make it practically impossible for two 
trains to be in the tunnel on the same 
track at the same time, and this it cannot 
fail to do unless the danger signal should 
be disregarded by an engineer, which is a 
contingency not likely to arise. 


The work of putting in this system was 


begun two weeks ago, and it will take 
about three weeks more to complete it. 
The work is done by the Union Signal 
and Switch company, whose men have 
been working at the east end, but they 
will be here tociay or Monday. W. N. 
Cardany of this town, an electrician in 
the employ ofthe Fitchburg company, is 
also engaged on the 
work. 
Four 


wires are being strung over Hoosac 
mountain, and it will 
take a fifty- 


jar battery at each end to operate the sig- 
nals. The cellars for the batteries were fin- 
ished yesterday by Mr. Cardany. These 
are located under the signal towers and 
are each twelve by twelve feet and six 
feet deep. 


This is a new system of signaling and is 


believed to be far superior to any -other. 
The Fitchburg company has for a long 
time been looking for something which j 
would do the work this system is designed 
to do, and it is believed the right thing 
has been fou nd at last. It is probable that 
the great accident in the tunnel a year 
ago stimulated the company's efforts In 
this direction, and it is to be hoped those 
interlocking signals will do all that is 
claimed for them.

TAXES AND TAXATION. 


" As sure ae death and taxes " is an old, 


old saying, and supposed to be true. But 
>f by "sure" taxes is meant anything 
like certain and definite amounts, the old 
saw must fail of truth. Thei e is a lack of 
uniformity and justice in our random 
methods of assessment and taxation. 
They offer tbe greatest possible induce- 
ments to the tax-dodge. The fundamen- 
tal law guarantees uniformity of taxation 
to American citizens; but how is it to be 
got at is the staggering problem. 


A man is supposed to be assessed accord- 


ing to the amount of property be has, and 
as a proposition in equity, tfaere ought to 
be uniformity in assessment; but the 
opposite is true. One city assesses up to 
the full value of property, arid another up 
to not more than 75 per cent, of it. Balti- 
more, Washington and New Orleans assess 
according to real value, while other cities 
South and Went vary far from thin plan. 
Boston, Worcester, Lowell and several 
other Massachusetts cities assess up to 
full value, while Gloucester, Brockton, 
Fall River and other cities assess below it. 
In the latter city, real estate having an 
actual value of $33,000,000 has beeu assess- 
ed for $32,000,000. 


The inequalities and irregnlaritieo in 


assessing values the country over is sur- 
prising. A Boston paper recently al 
lowed that in only ISSJof the 994 towns and 
cities of the country that exceed 1,000 in 
population does the assessed valuation 
equal the true valuation of real estate 
and of these, 99 are in the first five New 
England states, for in none of the Con 
necticnt towns is real estate assessed up 
to its actual value. Boston, taxed upon 
its real valuation, is found to be the 
•wealthiest per capita of any of the grea 
cities of the country. But the hustling 
towns of the West do not propose to b 
outdone by Eastern rivals. The "scrub 
town of Superior, Wi?., with a populatio 
ofll,9S3, puts in its real estate valuatio 
at the fabulous sum of £45,000,000. Th 
same fictitious valuations are set down fo 
several other towns, so that when the 
advertise corner lots.they can boast of how 
rich is every man, woman Godchild in town 
Personal property is assessed in som 
cities one hundred cents on the dolla 
while in other cities tbe tax is evaded a 
together. There is no regularity wha 
ever in this matter between various cities 
Boston is taxed for $303,000,000 worth o 
personal property, 
while New York 


escapes with a tax on only $220,000,ODO, 
and tbe great tax-dodging Chicago with 
only 148,000,000. 


The instinct of tax-dodging possesses 


nearly all men, more or less, for a tax is a 
peculiarly hideous nightmare. This the 
assessors know; but, as the levy must be 
executed, they manipulate the "tax 
board "in the way that will best paciiy 
the victim. If less friction will result 
from shoving up the tax rate, directly this 
is done; if not the valuation is scaled up. 


THE TOWN'S WATER. 


In another place in this paper v,i}1 be 


found an article that proves conclusively, 
according to one of the greatest authori- 
ties on chemistry, that the recent analysis 
ofthe water procured by pumping in this 
town, does not itself warrant any alarm 
or even any ground for assuming that that 
water is impure and un9t for domestic 
uses. On the other hand, a comparison 
of Prof. Harris's analysis with the stand- 
ards laid down by the great authority 
Wanklyn shows that water to be a pure 
water. 
. 
' 


This will be welcome news to the com- 


munity. It will uphold the belief of 
many that the pump water is no more 
impure than when previous tests had beeu 
mad5^ and the water pronounced good. 
How'"carefully the sample water sent to 
Prof. Harris was procured and bottled is 
a question. The least chemical impurity 
irf any vessel holding it or its contact with 
the air, might make a great diflerence in 
the showing of the analysis. But still 
something very different from Prof. Har- 
ris analysis is brought out, we must hold 
that the water of thia town is not impure 
and not dangerous. 


It is not pleasant for a home paper to 


criticise a local institution which should 
be a subject for local pride. But open 
and even harsh criticism is sometimes 
necessary, if gross evil is to be remedied. 
This was the TRANSCRIPT'S position yes- 
terday in its comments on the fair. As 


. disagreeable as it v/as to speak of the de- 


moralizing influences in the fair manage- 
ment this year, it was our clear duty to 
this community to hold up the present 
condition of things to public censure. 
Nor was it any detriment to the fair asso- 
ciation. 


The North Adams fair is not the only 


one to have been invaded by indecent and 
vile side shows this year. This week's 
issue of the Chatham Courier contains a 
number of letters to tha editor suggesting 
improvements for their county fair. With 
hardly aa exception each writer protests 
against the indecency of certain side 
shows present, or intimates that the 
moral standard of certain exhibitions were 
very low. This evil at our agricultural 
fairs cannot be taken in hand too early, 
nor treated too severely for the public 
good.

WILL STAND SUIT. 


The .Town will Not Yield to Holyoke's 


Demand for Indemnity. 


Some time ago this paper contained an 


account of a claim presented against 
North Adams by the city of Holyoke for 
the care of a woman who had small pox 
in Holyoke three years ago, and who the 
authorities of that city claim had a, resi- 
dence here. The woman was cared for 
during her sickness at the expense of 
Holyoke, and if she had a legal residence 
here of course this town would be re- 
sponsible for all legitimate charges m 
connection with the case. But the mat- 
ter does not appear in the same light to 
the authorities of the two towns and the 
result will be a suit at law unless a com- 
promise is eftected. Holyoke has declared 
her intentions to sue unless her claim is 
allowed, and the selectmen of tbia town 
have signified their readiness to stand a 
suit before paying the claim as presented. 


The woman who was sick was Mrs. 


Frank Pelot, whose husband had gained 
no residence either in this town or in the 
state, but Holyoke claims that his lather 
bad a residence here and that conse- 
quently this town is liable tor the bill. So 
tar as the question of residence is con 
cerned the position taken by Holyoke is 
probably correct, but there are other 
things which lead our selectmen to refuse 
to comply with 
Holyoke's demands. 


These cannot be stated here, as the select- 
men do not care to announce in advance 
their grounds of defense, but they feel 
they are such as to warrant them int>tand- 
iiigas.u!t it the claim is pressed iu its 
present shape.

ITALY'S GREAT; FETES 


End With the Unveiling of the 


Monument,'to General Garibaldi. 


The Celebration Not Directed 


Against the Pope. 


Premier Crlspl Speaks Upon Hit Lessons 


That Have Been Taught 


EOMB, Sept. 21.— The buildings through- 


out the city were literally covered with 
decorations and the streets thronged with 
people, who came to witness the tseremon- 
ies of the principal day «f the series of 
celebrations commemorative of the entry 
of the Italian troops into Rome. .- , 


The fetes which began on the -14th in»t. 


culminated yesterday in the ceremony of 
the unveiling of "the monument to General 
Garibaldi, in the presence of King Hum- 
bert and the royal family, the court, min- 
isters and deputations of veterans who 
Served under Garibaldi. 


At, 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 


mayor of the city unveiled thft memorial 
column at Porta Pia, which is erected on 
the exact spot at which the Italian troops 
effected a breach in the city walls when 
they occupied the city in 1870 and over- 
threw the temporal power of the pope. 
The veterans of 1870 moved to the site of 
the column in a splendid precession. They 
deposited hundreds of wreaths at its base 
and sang patriotic songs in grand ch'orus. 


The people who witnessed the cere- 


mony displayed the utmost enthusiasm. 
The decorations of public and private 
buildings were of the most imposing nnd 
liberal character. Every mention of the 
names of Garibaldi, Italy and King Hum- 
bert was greeted with loud cheers 


Premier Crispi delivered an oration, in 


which he eulogized Garabaldi without 
saying a word that might give offense to 
either France or the Valfcan. 


Sig. Crispi dilated upon the inherent an- 


tagonism of statesmanship and religion, 
arguing that those claiming the restora- 
tion of the temporal power are actuated by 
far more human motives than that of safe- 
guarding the prestige of t ho church. The 
struggles incidental to political govern- 
ment, he said, would stifle all sentiment 
of veneration for Christ's vicar. Italy has 
given an example for other countries in I 
renouncing ecclesiastical attributes and ] 
according the greatest respect to the lib- | 
erty of the church. 
] 


In tho guaranty 'of spiritual autonomy, 


the Pope possessed an unassailable, for- 
tress which might well be envied by all ] 
the powers of the world, and even by 
Protestants. The pope is now subject only 
to God. As a temporal prince his authority 
would be diminished, for he would then 
only be the equal of other princes, who 
would league themsolves against him. 
After 1870 Pope Pius IX. could contend 
with Bismarck, 
Catholics preaching re- 


bellion should know that they are only 
assisting anarchists, who deny both God 
and the king. Sig. Crispi concluded by 
saying: 


"The fetes are not directed against the 


pope. Do not let us nmr the solemnity of 
this ceremony, in which the whole of 
Italy is united, but remember that the 
jubilee reminds us ofx our duty to defend 
a patriotic inheritance, won through long 
years of sacrifice." 


A Grand Display ". 


The procession of Garabaldiari veterans 


to the Villa Corsinr was a striking and 
impressive spectiicJe, with its bands of 
music and its banners. Tho old soldiers 
iu red shirts were loudly cheereH as they 
marched through the streets/ According 
to some' estimates 100,000 neojjJe congre- 
gated upon the JamciUum hill., 


The roynl coinage moved through the 


crowd with the greatest difficulty, the 
populace pressing about to seize the hands 
of King Humbert and Queen Marguerite. 
A tremendous shout went up as the veil 
wns -withdrawn from the statoie. Gara- 
t)aldiaus stormed aud climbed the niolm- 
meiit to deposit upon it flags and crowns 
of flowers 
The scene was one of inde- 


scribable emotion. 


King Humbert cordially saluted a uoua- 


genat'Uin tianibaldian, whose breast was 
co%ered witlfvncdals. 


The statue of Garibaldi is by Sculptor 


Gallovi. It isan equestrian bronze, weigh- 
ing 15 tons. It has been erected In the 
gmunds of the villa Corsini, upon an 
immense granite base, on the four sides of 
which are shown four allegorical groups 
The side facing Rome represents the de- 
fense of Rome against the French in 1848. 
The opposite side shows the Garabaldiaus 
taking Calata Timi. 
The third and 


fourth sides exhibit groups symbolical of 
Amei'ica and Ifiurope. 


Dispatches from the provinces report 


that the day had been celebrated every- 
where with the greatest enthusiasm. 


Last night the city and the British em- 


bassy were brilliantly illuminated, and im- 
mense crowds paraded the streets.

AN OLD-TIME CROOK, 


Andrew Freeman Has an Unsavory 


Record In Police Circles. 


Boston Police Now Have Him 


In Safe Keeping. 


targe Quantity of Plunder Found Upon Him 


and a Female Companion. 


BOSTON, Sept. 31.—Two Boston inspeo 


tors arrested one of the oldest and boldest 
criminals in the New England states yes- 
terday afternoon. He gave his name as 
James Freeman, but he was recognized by 
Chief Inspector Watts as Andrew Free- 
man. 
an ex-convict and burglar, who was 


convicted at Lowell', Lawrence and other 
places several years ago. The police be- 
lieve he is the- man who has been blowing 
open safes in Maine towns during the past 
few mouths. 


Inspectors Wise and Robinson noticed a 


man and woman on Tremont street yester- 
day afternoon attempting to sell postage 
stamps. The inspectors suspected that the 
stamps were stolen, aud followed the 
couple. They went to the Union station, 
and just as they wore about to board a 
train the inspectors arrested them. At 
police headquarters they wore searched, 
and over 100J postage stamps, a silk dress, 
three gold watches, a large quantity of 
broken-up watch cases, chains and an im- 
mense quantity of jewelry were found 
upon them. The woman gave her narno 
as Mary Williams. 


Chief Inspector Watts had little diffi- 


culty in recognizing the man as Freeman, 
who has spent nearly half of his life be- 
hind prison bars. He was convicted in 
Lawrence of breaking and entering the 
depot Oct. 30, 1865, and sentenced to three 
years in the state prison. He attempted 
to aid a state prisoner to escape after his 
release in 1868, and was sentenced for five 
years. He was convicted of breaking and 
entering dwelling houses in Lowell in 
1874 ind sentenced to 10 years at Charles- 
town. Since his release he is believed to 
have been operating in New England 
towns. 
Time Worked Changes. 


Freeman is about 45 years of age, and 


has changed considerably since he was 
lost seen m Boston. He at first denied 
his identity, but telltale marks on his 
arms and his picture in bracket No. 522 of 
the rogues' gallery settled him, and he ad- 
mitted that the officers had correctly placed 
him. 


The prisoners wero booked as James 


Williams, 49 years old, and Mary Will- 
lams, 27 years of age. Fjweman claimed he 
belonged In Legist on, Me., but the woman 
told a different story, and said that they 
hailed from Nsw York. 


While the conversation had been going 


on Chief Inspector Watts had been eyeing 
Freeman pretty hard, trying to place him, 
and it was just then that Inspector 
Howard saw him. Almost instantly the 
chief and the inspector identified the man, 
and it was then that the rogues' gallery 
and the record books were referred to. 


The telltale marks in India ink were 


found upon his arms, and made identifi- 
cation positive, and it was then, that he 
admitted that he was an ex-convict. 
It 


was then that he stated that he knew if he 
did wrong in this state he would be liable 
to a 25-year sentence, and he swore that 
anything that was found in his possession 
had been stolen elsewhere. 


The woman told the police that she had 


always believed that her husband was in 
the tea and coffee business, but the police 
discredit this statement, and say that, in 
their opinion, the woman is also a clever 
"crook" who has been working ill con- 
nection with Freeman. 


Freeman is well known by Deputy Su- 


perietendent (formerly chief 
inspector, 


Hanscom. and the latter called on him 
last evening. Deputy Hauscom says that 
Freeman icmenibered him, but that the 
ex-eonvicc has changed so much himself 
that ho did cot recoznize him at first. 


Blew Proved Fatal. 


BOSTON, Sept. 21.—John P. Cronan, 31 


years of age, unmarried, and living at 
Maiden, is lacked up, charged with man- 
slaughter by striking Patrick Gralton a 
blow on Wednesday night which resulted 
in his death at the city hospital yesterday 
afternoon. Patrick Barry, 28 years old, 
single, is also locked up at the same sta- 
tion as a witness in the case. Patrick 
Gralton was 82 years of age, arid was un- 
married. 


Police Are Suspicious.

Surprises Auditors. 


Grand Paradejhe Feature of lh» Last Day of 


Dedication Ceremonies. 


CHATTANOOGA, Sept. 21.—One of the 


leading features of yesterday's events, one 
that caused, perhaps, more comment, 
more enthusiastic cheering, and which 
will make a lasting impression upon 
those who saw it, was a company of Con- 
federate veterans, attired in their tattered 
old uniforms of gray, carrying the Stars 
and Stripes. They formed a part of the 
big parade, and as they passed through 
miles and miles of streets they were ten- 
dered an ovation. 


The procession formed on Market street, 


the principal business thoroughfare of the 
city, and was characteristic of the occasion. 
First came a platoon of police and then 
the United States troops, foot and artil- 
lery, in camp at Ghicknmausra park, under 
command of Colonel Poland. 
These 


numbered, all told, about 1200 men. 


There were battalions from the Sixth, 


Fourteenth and Twenty-third infantry 
and ^battery F, Fourth artillery; the Ohio 
National Guards, 
including companies 


from Cleveland and Columbus, the latter 
on bicycles; Capital City Guards of Geor- 
gia. This troop marched to the dedication 
from Atlanta, arriving here Tuesday. 


The procession marched through the 


principal streets to Grant university, in 
front of which the reviewing stand was 
erected. The streets were decorated in 
great 
profusion, and as the troops 


inarched under and by them they were ac- 
companied by the almost constant cheers 
of assembled thousands. General J. S. 
Fullerton, president of the park commis- 
sion, was grand marshal. , 
, 


The procession' disbanded shortly after 


passing the reviewing stand, and the bat- 
tery proceedeci to Orchard Knob, on the 
summit of which was fired* the Union 
salute of 44 guns at noon. At that hour 
begin the exercises in the tent intended 
to commemorate, in connection with the 
dedication, the battle of Chattanooga 
proper. 


Vice President Stevenson presided. The 


proceedings were opened with prayer by 
Rev. Samuel J. Nicolls, D.D., of St. Louis. 
Hon. George Ochs, Chattanooga's elo- 
quent executive, was introduced and made 
an address of welcome to the visitors. 


Speaking For the South. 


General William B. Bate's address pre- 


sented the southern view of the causes 
leading to the war. He said: "Whatever 
may be the right or wrong, the south be- 
lieved she was right, and the principles in 
defense of which the south accepted battle 
after peaceably seceding from the Union 
were found in the constitution, and taught 
by our fathers. 


"I have no* the least apprehension Jhat 


impartial'history will foil to recognize the 
justification of the south in the records of 
our country, and find that according to 
the faith that was in her people and theft 
jndgmefllf miiSle up from that standpoint, 
there was no alternative left in 1861 but 
the appeal to arms; and I affirm, with 
equal confidence, that any comparison of 
the two sections from the earliest times to 
the present day will not find the south 
less patriotic, or less solicitous for the 
honor, glory and welfare of the Union." 


The senator followed this up by a de- 


tailed history of the battle of Chicka- 
mauga and the events preoeding and fol- 
lowing R£ as viewed from his standpoint. 


General Charles H. Grosvenor of Ohio 


spoke in part as fallows: "Here upon this 
legislative field, where political questions 
were to b& settled, this conflict took place, 
and morl 'than 30,000 men fell, killed qr 
wounded^ln this bloody conflict. It was 
an offertrig up'on the altar of a country's 
salvation," of a country's purification, of 4 
country's -rehabilitation, of a country's 
glorification, that was worthy of the mag- 
nificent results that followed the war." 


Turn«9*B Bombshell.' 


When. General Grosvenor had finished, 


Governors Morton of New York, Wood- 
bury of Vermont, Matthews of Indiana 
and Tumey of Tennessee each made short 
talks. 
Governor Turney caused some- 


thing of a sensation. It came about in 
this way: 


eOVERNOR TUBNEY. 


Governor Woodbury said that during 


the war each side believed it was right, 
but now the southerners would have to 
teach their children the south was wrong. 


Gov. Turney took exception to this. "I 


believed I was right during the four years 
and 19 days I served in the Confederate 
army," he said, "and at the end of that time 
1 thought I was right. I still think I was 
right and shall teach my children so. No 
one Is more loyal to the Stars and Stripes 
than I, and no one is more loyal to the 
government, but I can never be convinced 
that the south was wrong." 


This rather frank expression caused a 


great stir in the audience, aud when the 
meeting adjourned was the topic of general 
conversation on all sides. 


The Wlnd-Up. 


Barnum'a big tent was filled again last 


night. There was a gathering of the 
Army of Northern Virginia and that por- 
tion of 'the Army of tho Potomac which 
fought »t Chickamauga. General E. C. 
Wafctham of Mississsippi presided. In 
calling the meeting to order, he said, in 
part: 


"To be chosen to peeside over an as- 


sembly like this is a proud distinction for 
which I am profoundly grateful. 
My 


selection for such a duty involves the flat- 
tarine imncllation Outt I am deemed 
wortny to »p«-ss«nt tne soiuier 01 *aa 
south and »11 he stands for. 
After the 


lapse of 80 years, siBce his banners went 
down for him, in his name, it is my pride 
and pleasure to greet bis former foeman, 
whom he Joins in doing honor to our re- 
united country's flag." 


Colonel W. C. Gates, governor of Ala- 


bama, was the next speaker, and he was 
greeted with enthusiastic cheers. In his 
introductory remarks Governor Oates re- 
ferred to the significance the dedication ot 
the battlefield of Chickamauga portended. 
The Union veteran, by Ms ceremouy, ex- 
tolled bis own gallantry, by which alone 
he was.' able to triumph over such de- 
termined foes as were those of tho Con- 


It was complimentary to 


the Confederate veteran in this mnmy 
way to acknowledge defeat, accomplished 
by overpowering numbers, and to shake 
hands with his adversaries as honorable 
men. 
He next recited the action of his 


men at Chattanooga, telling of the! heroic 
fight they made. Then he spoke of the 
causes of the war. 


Colonel J. A. Williamson of New York 


and Colonel] S. B. Stegman also spoke, 
after which the meeting adjourned. 


At noon the citizens ot Chattanooga 


paid their compliments to General H. V. 
Boynton, who originated the idea of rank- 
ing a national park out of the battlefield 
of Chickamnnga. A number of citizens 
Trent to the general's office in the govern- 
ment building and presented him with a 
silver dinner set, containing 225 pieces. It 
was a complete surprise to the venerable 
gentlemen, and he was so overcome that 
he could scarcely express his thanks. 


A reception was tendered Vice Presiden 


Stevenson and General Schofield and the 
visiting governors at the Reed House last 
night. 


Inciting to Murder. 


HOXG KONG, Sept. 21.—At the annual 


examinations in Canton, thousands of stu- 
dents were given copies of an imperial de- 
cree, in which the doctrines of the Chris- 
tians were fiercely condemned. The de- 
cree uses the following language: "A 
stupid, black-haired race is establishing 
sundry sects, and they regard not their 
own lives,'but pretend to rise again as im- 
mortal men and women. They congre- 
gate, and abandoning chastity, behave 
like obscene birds and beasts. Faithful 
Confucians must shoot and stone and be- 
head them without mercy. I, the emperor, 
command the authorities 
to eradicate 


these weeds and vermin. Kill the sepents. 
Throw them to the wolves and tigers, be- 
cause there is no salvation for them either 
against heaven-sent calamities or misfor- 
tunes caused by human agencies." 


Chinese Badly Whipped. 


TOKIO, Sept. 7, via San Francisco, Sept. 


21.—Taiwan-Ju, the old capital of For- 
mosa, and Chang-Hw», an adjacent forti- 
fied town, was captured by a body of 2000 
Japanese on Aug. 28, after a short contest, 
in which 24 of the assailants were killed 
or wounded. 
Of the Chinese garrison, 


numbering 10,000, 630 were killed or 
wounded and the remainder dispersed in 
various directions. 


For Use of Massachusetts Troops. 


WASHINGTON*, Sept. SI.—The navy de- 


partment has decided to turn over to the 
state of Massachusetts, for the use of the 
militia, the old receiving ship Minnesota. 
After many years service as a receiving
